WITH MANIAC 


Police Have Terrific Battle with Mad Man in a 


Grand Rapids Church. 


PEWS AND ORGAN ARE WRECKS 


Grabs Officer's Finger' Between His Teeth While He 


Wields an Ax on Two Others—Bullets 


Are Arguments. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec. 12.—A 


sanguinary battle between fever mad- 
dened James Dalottn and seven po- 
llcemen at the Fifth Reformed church 
transformed the Interior of the plpo 
organ In that edifice Into a shambles 
Sunday and drove from the building 
In terror tho congregation which bad 
gathered for the morning service. 


Before the struggle ended It became 


I necessary for the police to shoot Da- 


lotta in the head. This means'of sub- 
duing him was resorted to only after 
three of the bluecoats had 
been 


crushed Into unconsciousness by blows 
from an ax which the madman wield- 
ed and after the interior of the church 
and the pipe organ kself 'had been 
backed to pieces. 


Worshipers Hear, Struggle. 


While the struggle went on the 


members of the congregation, stand- 
ing amid the ruins of their place of 
worship, heard the triumphant yells of 
.the maniac as his ax went crashing 
Into tho mechanism of the organ, and 
the shots of the police as they endeav- 
ored to force their way Into the dim 
recesses of the Instrument whore Da- 
lotta was at work. They were unable 
to aid the officers |n any way. nnd It 
was not until three of the latter, brav- 
ing the sweep of the Insane man's ax 
at frightful cost to themselves, had 
forced their way into the narrow 
passage where he stood at bay, that 
the man was finally shot down and 
shackled.

Dalolta left his home on Granville 


avenue, clad In his red undershirt nnd 
carrying an ax over bin shoulder. 
He 


-went 'directly* to..lire~cfiiiFcli,'bcatrrig 
nls way through tlie doors, and inter- 
rupting tho service with wild shrieks. 


Hacks Pews to Pieces. 


A panic Immediately seized the con- 


gregation and they fled, leaving the 
building at the mercy of the maniac's 
ax. 
He Immediately began hacking 


the pews to pieces, nnd continued this

When they arrived Dnlotta had de- 


molished a score of pews nnd wpj 
smashing the big plpo organ to pieces. 
He jumped on n. part of tho organ and 
fell Inside, still swinging his ax and 
working terrible havoc on tho Interior. 


The sides of tho organ were flying 


out In Fpllntcrn when Officer Slater 
reached It. 


In an Instant Slater was seized by 


tho hand nnd drnWn bodily Into the 
broken Interior of tho musical Instru- 
ment, and a terrible struggle ensued.' 


.Seizing Slater's hand In his teeth, 


Dnlottn began to tenr off two fingers, 
but the patrolman's yells brought Offi- 
cer Spring to the top of tho organ Just 
In time to receive a stunning blow In 
tho mouth with the nx. 
Two teeth 


were knocked out nnd his face was 
terribly cut. ' 


Officer Screams for Help. 


Meantime Slater wus yelling for 


help, being unable to release his hand 
from the teeth of his prisoner. 
Officer 


Stead then mounted the organ, but a 
blow on the head with the ax sent him 
to the floor unconscious. A gash six 
Inches long laid his cheek' bare. 


At this point a second patrol arrived 


with another squad ot police officers, 
several of whom began shooting at 
Dalotta. 


Officer Stead finally lunged Into the 


pit and secured n hold on the man 
from behind. The ax was wrenched 
from him, but he fought with tooth 
and nail until Officer Stead's faro is 
hardly recognizable. • Officer Spring 
llrally secured a flrm hold on the 
maniac from in front, but he fought 
viciously until u bullet struck him In 
tho head.

At the Jail it required the combined 


efforts of seven of the strongest men 
in the department to hold the man un- 
til he rould bo shackled and chloro- 
formed so that his Injuries could be 
attended to.

An effort Is being made to construe 


the President's message as antagon- 
istic to railroads, when tin? fact Is 
that there Is nothing In the message 
capable of such 
construction. 
The 


same criticism might apply to what 
lie says concerning capital and labor. 
lint an unprejudiced reading will con- 
vince the most skeptical that 
ho is 


friendly to both, and di'flres to en- 
courage the most friendly and help- 
ful relations. 


Tho interstate commerce 
commis- 


sion Is the people's representative. It 
has. In a general 
way, nn 
Indirect 


supervision over all railway compa- 
nies, and attempts to Bee that justice 
is done to both the people and corpo- 
rations. 


This commission Is net an enemv to 


railroads and Is not so regarded. The 
railway companies are 
common car- 


riers, enjoying special privileges and 
It is well enough for the government 
to have a commission with authority 
to see tnat those privileges are not 
abused, but It Is ;i mistaken notion to 
tlilnl; that this commission should be 
clothed with authority to fix rates. 


That was tried on a small scale in 


Iowa "0 years ago with disastrous re- 
sults to both the railroads ami 
the 


state, but mure especially the state. 


The men who manage railroads, like 


the men who are at tho head of all 
great enterprises, are 
honest men. 


They are more than this, 
for they 


combine with honesty the highest or- 
der 
of 
Intelligence and 
peculiar 


ability. 


They recognize the fact that every 


town on the lino of road controlled Is 
n customer, as well as every ship- 
per. It is for their Interests to servo 
these customers well, and this they 
attempt to 
do. They 
compete 
for 


business Iho same as a merchant, and 
new conditions are 
constantly 
de- 


manding attention. 
Conditions which 


tho commission and general 
public 


know nothing about, and yot which 
must be met and dealt with promptly. 


There is altogether loo much preju- 


dice these days against railway com- 
panies. It Is a popular prejudlco b 
cause It affords capital for a class ol 
cheap politicians who use It as a cloak 
for reform, and It appeals 
to 
the 


masses 
because 
everybody 
takes- 


pleasure in damning a railroad. 


Then too the railroad Is legitimate 


plunder. 
If a farmer loses n cow 


by being run over on the track; she 
is never'worth less than $50, and the 
man who can beat the company out 
of a fare Is never called dishonest, 
but simply shrewd.
